In the mean time of their firing, our 
Captain was taken out of the Ship, having only « rag- 
ged Shirt on, neither Hat nor Ca „ nor 
elſe; ſome Time after we were all ſeparated, and ſent 
on board the Privateers, ſome on board of one, and 
ſome on board of another; ſome with Rags, and ſome 
without any at all, All the Time we remained on 
board them, we bad ſufficient of Proviſion; but in a 
- miſerable Condition for Want of Clothes. On the 
Friday following, they conveyed the Ship to Tariffe, 
where there were great Rejoicings, and firing of Guns; 
ſeveral Gentlemen, and the King's Commiſſary, came 
on board of all the Privateers, They ſeemed much to 
deplore our Condition, and pitied us, but not any of 
_ them did give as much as a Rag, or a Penn in Mo- 
ney. On Monday we all went aſhore before the Com- 
miſſary, when he ordered us a Ryal of Plate to each 
of us per Day, and our Lodging at Night in the Caſ- 
tle, in a Room, upon ſmall Paving Stones, not as 
much as a Matt to ly upon, nor any Thing to cover 
us with. We oftentimes defired of him to fend us 
to Gibraltar, but he would not, until the Ship went 
away. She failed on Saturday Night about ten of the 
Clock for Cadiz; next Sunday he ſent for us, wrote 
our Paſſport, and about ſour o'Clock ordered us away 
for Gibraltar, with two Spaniſh Dragoons as Guides 
for us.

told them, that as yet he was their Friend, and would 
do all in his Power to ſerve them; but if they con- 
tinued obſtinate an Hour longer (as they were entirely 
ſurrounded by the King's Forces) every Man of them 
would be cut to Pieces, and he aſſured them that for 
his Part he would poſitively grant Quarter to none, 
and demanded that two of their Company might be 
ordered to conduct him out of the Wood; which be- 
ing granted, and the Captain finding by the Diſcourſe 
he had with the Conducters, that they (being Brothers)

"tain had marched theſe a little Way from the Wood, 
he diſpatched one of them to the main Body to in- 
form them how many of their Fellows had ſubmit- 
ted, and in about half an Hour 17 more w_ and 
n urren; 
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ſurrendered; all which were immediately marched 
with their Arms (the Powder being blown out of each 
Man's Pan) by Captain Ball to the General, where 
they laid down their Arms: When returning again to 
the Wood, the whole Body (being 98 in Number, the 
reſt being ſcattered about the Country) ſubmitted to 
the General's Condition, and being directly put under 
the Care and Charge of Captain Ball, (who com-

Mantmelian, Dec. 28, 1742. \Ve were informed 
on the 18th Inſtant at Midnight, by an Eſtafette from 
Marquis &Ormea, to the Engliſb and Hungarian Mi- 
niſters, of the King of IE having received moſt 
certain 
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certain Advices, that the next Morning, being his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's Birth-day, the Marquis de la Mina 
intended to advance with the Army under his Com- 
mand, in order to attack us in ſome one of our Poſts. 
Theſe Advices proved but too true, and the Face of 
dur Affairs in theſe Parts is now very unfortunately al- 
tered, On the 19th, in the Morning, our Army was 
early under Arms, and in order of Battle, expecting 
every Hour, and with the utmoſt Eagerneſs and Im- 
patience, to ſee the Spaniards approach, which, it 
was thought, they could not poſſibly do, without paſſ- 
ing through the high Road that leads from the Barredux 
to Chamberry : But as the Spaniſp General had ſeen 
that this would be attended with ſuch Difficulties as 
were almoſt inſuperable, and might expoſe his whole 


Army to periſh, he laid his Scheme differently, and 


indeed in ſuch a Manner, and with ſo much Art, as 
ſhews bim to be an able and experienced Officer. Of 
our three eſſential Poſts, the Caftle of the Marches, 


our Lady of Mians, and the Caſtle of Apremont, the 


two former could not be approached without their be- 
ing diſcovered from afar off,” and his Troops being 
expoſed to the Fire of our Artillery, and taken in 
Flank by our Musket Shot when they drew nearer, 
therefore he left the main Body of his Army in his 
Carp, and only ordered a Detachment of 4000 Men, 
with his Miquelets, to advance by a Road in the Moun- 
raitts of Dauphine, where they could nor be perceived 
and marched on French Ground till they came almoſt 
upon the Mountain that commands the Caſtle of 4- 
premont, and within a ſmall Cannon Shot of it; there 
they began their Attack two Hours before Noon, and 
made a continual and terrible Fire of Musket-ſhor and 
ſmall Cannon, for near Forty - ſour Hours. The little 
Gariſon within made a very brave and vigorous Re- 
ſiſtance, and would not ſurrender till the Walls were 
tumbling about their Ears, and they ſaw the Petard 


was fixed to the Gate, with two ſmall Batteries in the 


Flanks. The King of Sardinia on his Side, and by 
the Mountams behind Chamberry, ſent a Detachment 
to drive the Spaniards, if poſfible, from their Poſt, 
and reſcue the Caſtle. Theſe Detachments, at firſt, 
did Wonders, and could they have been ſupported 5

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relieved by freſn Men now and then, might have ſuc- 
ceeded. The greateſt Misfortune of our Situation 
came from the Impoſſibility of knowing the Motions 
of our Enemies till it was too late to prevent them, 
by their being covered in the Mountains of France. 
As long as this was the Cale, and the Main of the Spa- 
n/b Army continued at Barreaux, the King of Sardi- 
nia could not divide his Forces, and ſend large De- 
tachments to Apremont, as they muſt have gone a great 
N N and before he could have recalled them, 
the Body of his Army might have been attacked by M. 
la Mina, who lay in wait to take that Advantage. 
During this State of Uncertainty, which laſted three 
Days, the King of Sardinia's Troops continued under 
Arms, and paſſed three whole Nights without theit 
Tents. As ſoon as the Caſtle of Apremont was ſurren- 
dered, the whole Span/h Army marched thither; 
which when we were apprized of, our Camp was like- 
wiſe removed nearer to our Lady of Mians, in Hopes 
the Spaniards would have come down into the Plain, 
with a. View of advancing towards Chamberry, and 
thereby have given us an Opportunity of attacking 
them, which it is impoſſible ta do, where they now 
are poſted ;. but they have not hitherto attempted it, 
and, in the mean while, our Troops. ſuffer beyond 
Expteſſion, and thin every Day by the Numbers that 
fall fick. The neceſſary Subſiſtences, particularly for 
our Cavalry and our Equipages, begin to fail, and we 
muſt ſoon, if we continue in this. Situation, be redu-

Army to remain any longer encamped in this ſevere 
Climate, and in this rigorous Seaſon, when our Com- 
munication with the Capital is cut off. We have this 
Minute received Advice from the Camp, that the Ar- 
my has received the Orders for commencing immedi- 
ately it's March towards Piedmoni, and it is known that 
this Reſolution, as well as every other that has been 
taken in the preſent Change of our Affairs, has been 
previouſly concerted and ſettled by his Sardinian Ma- 
jeſty with M. Villette and Count Kawnitz, the Britib 
and Hungarian Miniſters reſiding here. 

Upon this extraordinary Emergency, his Sardinian 
Majeſty thought it neceſſary to publiſh a Manifeſto, 
in which he gave a full and ſatisfactory Account of all 
that had happened in Savey, ſhewing very plainly, that 
what had fallen out was entirely owing to it's being an 
open Country; to the Spaniards receiving plentiful 
Supplies of || Proviſions from the French Provinces, 
while he was forced to draw Subſiſtence for his Army 


from a ruined Country; and to the yaſt Reinforce- - 


ments the Infant Don Philip's Army received at laſt, 
which rendered it much ſuperior to that of his Maje- 
ſty; and he concluded with the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances 
to his Allies, that he would never depart from his En- 
gagements. . |

Some 
Miquelets mounting by the Wood of Patagons, and 
keeping along the Mountain of La Cerbiere, got by 
the Eminences, is far as over · againſt our Camp above 
the Village of Pont, We had not thought fit to take 
Poſſeſſion of that Mountain, and to defend it, becauſe 
the Paſts we were poſſeſſed of on this Side, are ſurer, 
and nearer at Hand for our Subſiſtenoe. This Troop, 
armed lightly, but with good Carabines, made that 
Day a pretty brisk Fire upon the Village of Pont, which 
lay open to them from above; but, however, to ao 
great Purpoſe. The ſame Day M. de la Mina, at- 
tended by about 15 Officers, came on the Right · of 
the Valley under the Mountain of Rollin, to view 
Situation, and at the ſame Time gave Orders for the 
Army to march at Break of Day; Which, according 


. was done on the 7th, they (entering the Valley in cw o 
Columns, as far us the back Part of the Millage of N- 


life, at half a Cannon Shatiohi HN One oſthe Co- 
4 — at the Bottom of-the Point of St. Veran, 
at the Right of the Valley, the Valley, of Hie:

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| the Front of the Spaniards. In this Order the Army 


was for two Hours under Arms. About 11 o'Clock 
M. de la Mina detached from his Right a Body, of a- 
bout 2000 Men, moſt of them Grenadiers and Mique- 
lets, to attack the Heights of Belkin, His Orders 
were executed with Reſolution; the Spamards aſcend- 
ed with great Bravery that ſteep Mountain, till they 
were received by a Detachment of the Brigade of 
Guibert, ſent thither to defend the Eminences and the 
Deſcents. ' After a very lively Encounter, and a very 
brisk Fire, our Troops repulſed them to the Bottom of 
the Mountain, where they paſſed the Night under the 


Shelter of the great Woods that hid them from us. At 


the fame Time ta Battering Pieces, placed three and 
three together, were deſtroying ſome Works of De- 
fence,” raiſed in Haſte in the Village of Pont, which 
we abandoned in the Night, as well as the Rock, 
where there were only 60 Men, whom we did not 
think fit to ſacrifice, a bare Parapet of Faſcines not be- 
ing able to protect them againſt the leaſt vigorous At- 
rack; we quitted that wretched Poſt with ſo much 


more Indifference, as it was never intended to defend - 


ic any longer than for one Day; and becauſe, by our 


Situation, the Enemy hazarded his All, having pene- 


trated as far as our Centre, whilſt we kept the Emi- 
nences both on our Right and Left; accordingly M. 
de la Mina did not dare to aitempt it. On the next 
Day, the ſame Detachment which had attacked the 
Mountain of Bellin, having been reinforced with about 
1000 Men, returned to the Charge again, but were re- 
ceived with the fame Firmneſs by our Men, who cha- 
ſed them farther down than the Dey before, notwith- 
ſtanding they beld a much brisker and longer Fire. 


According to the Report of their Deſerters, and by 


what we can judge, theſe two Attacks have colt them 
upwards of 50 of their beſt Troops. Their main 
Army was under Arms, formed, as the Day before,

Step, that had no Deſign in it, but coſt them four or 
5ooo Men, and part of their Equipages for as foon 
as we ſaw them entring the ſaid Valley, all the Grena- 
diers, and the Piquets of the Battalions intrenched on 
the Eminencesof our Right and Centre, reſolutely leaped 
out of their Intrenchments, and preſented themſelves 
within a little Musket-ſhor, firing briskly and conti- 
pually upon this Column ; which, in a manner run 
the Gantlet as far as Pont, where it was afreſh expoſed 
to a till brisker Fire from our Artillery, and from our 
lower Intrenchments on the Left, and ſaved itſelf only 
by the Help of a Body of Grenadiers and i 
and of their Artillery, which advanced to protect this 
precipitate Retreat. We loſt, during thoſe Days, but 
two or three Officers killed, four or five wounded, and 
about 100 private Men killed or wounded. 

The King, who had carefully viſited the remoteſt 
Poſts of the Right and Left, norwithſtanding a violent 
Swelling in his Face, and the Coldneſs of the Weather, 
kept in the Centre, as the moſt important Poſt, where 
he was neareſt at hand to give his Orders every- here;

has been made from whence the Plague was brought 
to Maſina. A Genoeſe Tartan arrived there in March 
laſt, under Neapolitan Colours, from the Levant, loaded 
with Wool that had been bought at Miſſilongi, where 
the Maſter was furniſhed with a clean Patent, but af- 
terwards went to Patraſſo, where the Infection was, to 
purchaſe Contraband Goods. The Crew oppoſed this, 
but on his Menaces they were obliged to land, and 
bought up Tobacco, and ſome Caſes of Cotton Stuffs, 
and without having his Bill of Health renewed, but 
with the clean one from Miſſilengi, proceeded to Meſ- 
ins. Before their Arrival, a Sailor, who had touched 
the {aid Caſes, died of the Plague, and was thrown 
over- board, on which Account the other Sailors avoided 
going near the Cabin where thoſe Caſes were. On 
their Arrival at MAaſſina, they took an Oath that they 
were not infected, and that the Sailor wanting was dead 
of a Fever, and had been thrown over-board when 
they were diſtant from the Land. Whilſt they were 
under Quarentine, the Maſter having agreed it with 
the Guard, landed, in the Night-time, the Tobacco - 
and Cotton Stuffs; the Sailors, out of Fear, did not 
diſcover it, but as the Maſter died three Days after- 
wards, and other Sailors fell ſick and died of the Plague, 
the reſt of them diſcovered what had happened; upon 
which the Veſſel was burnt, and the Sailors were {tripp'd 
naked, and put into the Lazaretto, none of whom to 
this Time have died. The Magiſtrates of Health of Me- 
fina omitted to make Search for the Contraband Goods 
which were concealed, and as the (aid Sailors were all in 
Health, towards the 15th of Hay, the People who 
had received the Goods began to ſell them, immediately 
on which a malignant Fever broke out in that Quar- 
ter of the Town only. The Senate took no Precau- 
tions to -prevent the Sickneſs ſpreading, but as by the

Plague broke out at MA. Plague at 
fina in Sicily, the following Account of which we had Meſſina. 
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who died was conſiderable, a Conſultation of the Phy- 


ficians was held, who concluded that it was an Epide- 
mical Fever, which Account was written to Palermo. 
Two Phyficians only ſaid it was the Plague, and thoſe 
two were reprimanded and chaſtiſed, for Fear of Pre- 
judice to the Commerce of that City. Towards the 
2 5th of May there died upwards of 100 Perſons of a 
Day. To the 31ſt of the faid Month the Dead a- 
mounted to above 600, beſides thoſe that were fick ; 
yet the Phyſicians perſiſted in ſaying it was a malignant

According to two Letters which the Duke de Mon- 
talegre, his Sicilian Majeſty's Secretary of State, has 


received from the Vice Roy of Sicily, and the Gover- 


nor of Meſſina, both dated June the 19th, N. S. it 


was reckoned that the Plague had already ſwept away 


above 12,000 Souls in that City; five Pariſh Prieſts, 
upwards of 40 other Prieſts, and a great Number of 
onks and Friars, that attended the Sick, have met 
with the ſame Fate; all the Galley-Slaves and Grave- 
diggers, who were employed in burying the Dead, are 
likewiſe carried off by the Diſtemper ; fo that 3 
2 es 
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Bodies lie now in Heaps in the Streets; nor were the 
Carts deſtined for carrying them off, ſufficient for the 
Number daily laid at the Doors of the infected Hou- 
ſes, No more Phyſicians, Surgeons, nor Apothe- 
Caries, are to be found in the City, nor indeed any 
other Sort of People able to give any Relief to the 
Sick; for heſides the Ravage made by the Contagion, 
a-great many have died of Hunger and Fatigue. The 
Diſtemper has alſo ſpread to the Caſtles that defend 
the Town and Harbour, and made prodigious Havoc 
among the Soldiers: All the Nobility and Officers that 
did not run away at firſt, have ſince left the City, 
and it is now in ſuch a deplorable Condition, as no 
Tongue or Pen can deſcribe; in fine, there is nothing 
left in it but dead Carcaſſes, and Houſes full of Sick. 
And before this pernicious Contagion ceaſed, which 
was not till the cold Weather and Want of Perſons to 
inſect put an End to it, the Perſons who died of it in 
that City amounted to 46,825, and there were but 
26,233 leſt alive; but by the great Care that was taken, 
it was prevented from ſpreading into any other Part o 
Sicily. However, by the following Accident it got 
over to Calabria : There was a Broker, it ſeems, at 
Reggio who formed a Project of getting Wealth in 
an Inſtant, and his wiſe Scheme was this: He under - 
ſtood, that all Sorts of rich Furniture, after the City 
grew ſickly, ſold at a very low Price at Haina; and 
having therefore agreed with the Guards to ſuffer it to 
paſs, he next got over in a ſmall Boat to Sicih, pur- 
chaſed as much as he could poſſibly bring over, and 
inſtantly. received the Reward of his Avarice, dying of _ 
the Plague almoſt as ſoon as he had open'd his Bale. 
As ſoon as the Court at Naples had an Account of 
its Appearance in Calabria, they ſent for Count Ma- 
boni, an Iriſb Gentleman, and Lieutenant General in

We had from Florence the following Account of the 
Death of Maria- Anna- Louiſa, Electreſs Dowager Pa- 
latine, Siſter to the late Grand Duke, and the laſt of 
that Family, in the 76th Year of her Age. February 23. 
The Electreſi Dowager Palatine relapſed on the 17th; 
ſhe was blooded on the 18th, but without receiving 
any Relief; ſoon after ſhe ſent for a Notary, and ad- 
ded a Codicil to the Will ſhe made three Years ago. 
She then received the Sacraments of the Church, and 
died in the Evening. The Count de Richecourt, as 
ſoon as ſhe expired, produced the Grand Duke's full 
Powers to take upon him the Execution of the Will of 
the ſaid Princeſs, At Night the Council of Regency 
aſſerabled, and the Teſtament of her Serene Highneſs, 
with the ſubſcribing Witneſſes, and the Notary before 
whom it was taken being brought before them, it was, 
aſter the neceſſary Forms were over, opened and read. 
The Contents of this Will were, that her Serene Highneſ 
appointed the reigning Grand Duke the univerſal Heir 
of ſuch Eſtates and Money as ſhe ſhould leave at the 
Time of her Deceaſe; and her Majeſty the Queen of 
Hungary, his Conſort, ſole Heireſs of her Fewets, 
Plate, &c.

into a Conſternation by King Theodore of Corſica, and "9" in 


the Appearance of new Troubles in that Iſland. About 
the Beginning of February a Mabifeſto of that 'yſtical 
King, dated at Balagna in Corſica, was publiſhed in 
that Iſland, and in ſeveral Parts of Itahy. By this Ma- 
nifeſto he granted a general Pardon to all his Subjects, 
with ſome Exceptions, upon Condition of their te- 
turning to his Obedience, within a Time limited; but 
as to thoſe in the Service of the Duke of Lorrain, 
Grand Duke of Tuſcany, he gave them Leave to con- 
tinue in that Service, at the ſame Time deelaring him- 
ſelf reſolved to aſſiſt and ſupport the juſt Rights of 
the Queen of Hungary, &c. | 
This Manifeſto, however, had very little Effect, 
ſor bis pretended Majeſty was obliged again to leave 
Cerſſca, becauſe he had brought no Artillery with him, 
which was neceſſary for reducing the Sea Ports a 
other fortified Places in Poſſeſſion of the Gemoeſe ; and 
becauſe: he could not make it appear, that he was to 
be aſſiſted, as he pretended, by any Potentate in Eu- 
rope; the Iſland might therefore, very probably, have 
remained in Quiet, had it not been for the following 
Piece of Miſconduct in one of the Geneeſe Officers: 
Towards the End of laſt Year, Major Francheſi was

poſe he marched to Ampagnani, but the Inhabitants 
refuſed to open their Gates to him, on Pretence that 
theſe Regulations were not agrecable to the Terms that 
had been granted them. The Major, inſtead of 
any ſoft Methods to perſuade them to ſubmit, 'which is 
always neceſſary with a People whoſe Spirit has not been 
ſubdued by long Servit immediately began to 
lunder and ſet Fire to the Houſes of ſome of the Ci- 
tizens in the adjacent Country, in order to tertify them 
into a Submiſſion ; but this bad a quite contrary Ef- 
fect upon that brave People; for the Inhabicants of 
that City, as well as of all the Country round, took 
to Arms, rung their Alarm Bells, and lighted up Fires 
upon all the Eminences, to call their Neighbours to 
their Aſſiſtance; that almoſt in an Inftant che whole 
Iſland was in Artns, and the Major with his Troops 
was glad to fly for Refuge to Ro/tine, M. de Spinola, 
the then Commiſſary General of the Iſland for the Re- 
publick, very much diſapproved of the Major's Con- 
duct, and endeavoured to paciſy the People, in which 
he might perhaps have ſucceeded as he was a native 
Cor ſican, and related to many of the chief Families of 
the Iſland; but he died ſoon after, and the Iſland con- 
tinued in Conſuſion till the Arrival of M. Fuftiniant, 
the new Commiſſary General appointed by the Re- 
publick, which was not till the Month of June. Up- 
on his Arrival, the Corſicans declared themſelves wil- 
ling to return to the Obedience of the Genoeſe upon 
certain Conditions, and the Commiſſary ſeemed wil- 
ling to agree to their Terms; but as nothing was finally 
agreed on at the End of this Year, I tall not ſpare

Parr of theſe have only Fleſh Wounds, fince 350 of our 
Soldiers are marched to the Hoſpitals that lay behind 
us. We have loſt four Standards, thoſe who bore them 
being killed, rogether with their Horſes, and we have 
taken of theirs three. The Allies retired in the Night, 
and that with ſuch Precipitation, that they left behind 
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two Pieces of Cannon, with a great Number of their 
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Wounded, of whom we have actually upwards of 690, 
whom M. Nzailles cauſed to be carried from the Field 
of Battle, or from the neighbouring Villages, to our 
Hoſpitals, where the ſarpe Care is taken of them as there 
is of our own Men. | |

Officer of the French Army, vis. 
* 8 1 R, 
WE might, without ever ſtriking a Blow, have 
* ruined our Enemies entirely, made chem lay 
down their Arms, or elſe have torally deſtroyed them, 
We had more than one aſſured Way for it, yer found 
Means to loſe the Battle. The 27th of Jett Month 
will for ever be remember'd on this Account, but al- 
ka, y ta our Shame; and the fatal Cop ce of it 
will hardly be believed. Hitherto guy was 
tolerably good, ſeeing we arrived in right Time, at 
Aſchaffenbayrg, to hinder the Enemy from encamping 
on this Side the Main. We had occupy'd Al along 
that River ſuch, important Poſts as — effectually 
have hindered them from annoying our Army on the 
Danube, in caſe they had deſigned it; and we had 
eſtabliſhed at Selingenſias ſuch ſtrong Poſts as would 
wv cut off their Subſiſtence and ſtarved them in their 
amp, or elſe have forced them to retire. with great 
Hazard and Precipitation. In this Situation they de- 
. termined to retreat, having no other Way left them 

but that. About two in the Morning we perceived 
that they were ſtriking their Tents, whereupan we 
formed the Deſign to cut off their Retreat, and ac- 
cordingly our Army * to move towards our Bridges 
atSelingen/iat, where all our Infantry paſſed over, whilſt 
our Cavalry. were wading through it, leaving aver-againft

veral Lines to ſtay for us. Their Left Wing was towards 
the Main, their Right Wing was towards the Woods, 
near the Mountains: It was eaſy to judge, from the 


Diſorder we were in afret croſſing the Beck, that 


Things would not turn out to our Advantage, there 
not being one ſingle General Officer that knew how 
to place the Brigades. As they advanced, it was eaſy 
enough to comprehend that the General hichſelf had 
not even formed in bis Head any Order -of Battle; 
therefore every Bady took his Poſt as he thought fit- 
ting. We had both our Flanks, Right and Left, 
open; nor had we either firft or ſecond Line formed: 
In this Condition we began to charge. The King's 
Houſhold, after ſeveral ſueceſſive Attacks, began to 
ive Way ; our Cavalry, indeed, gave the Enemy 4 
Puſh, but à diſmal and continual Fire put them 
into great Diſorder, and obliged them to fly; our In- 
fantry behaved but ill, and all our Right Wing gave 
Way, the Regiment of Guards running with great Pre- 
cipitation into the Main, where near as many were 
drowried as were killed in Fighting. 

All theſe Tranſactions were but of two Hours Con- 
tinuance ; we had fifteen Battalions expoſed to a Bat- 
tery of Cannon, charged with Cearrridge-Shot, which 
killed many of our Men, and all rhis without ip ing, 
though near one another. The Doubts and Uncer- 
tainties Monſ. de 1ontal laboured under was the main 
Ciufe of our Inaction, Which, however, ſaved our 
Army, by Reaſon that our ſeemiagly reſolute Coun- 
renances kept the Eneray's Right Wing quiet; inſo- 
much that, afrer our Right Wing had given Way, 
and we had reſolved upon Retreating, we made dt all 
our Forces an Arriete Guard; whereby we deceived 
our Enemies by a flowRetreat.. In fine, we loſt the 
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Field of Battle, where the Enemy paſs'd that Night, 
But Oh! my Friend, what an Opportunity was here 
loſt! What was expected would have raiſed the Glory 
of our Nation, re-eſtabliſhed our Affairs, and pro- 
bably given us the Advantage of this War, produces 
a quite contrary Effect; the Enemy's Courage' is here- 
by elevated, and ours ſunk ; there were Faults without 
doubt committed by the Troops, but more by the Ge- 
nerals. Monſ. de Noailles might well be aſhamed and 
ſhed Tears of Blood for the Miſmanagement of this 
Day, though he is pleaſed to ſay that the Duke de 
Grammont had paſſed the River, and attack'd the E- 
nemy without Orders; The King 'and Kingdom are 
certainly much to be pitied, there not being one in the 
Nation fit to take on him the Command of an Army; 
the Troops are undiſciplined, the late Cardinal having 
enervated them by his repeated Reforms and Avarice. 
The Day' after the Battle the Enemy went to. poſt 
themſelves towards Hanau, having loſt many Men the 
Day before, and we treble their Number. |

1 Hanau' Camp, July 23, N. 8. 
E have been very much alarmed here, by a Report 
ſptead at London to the Difadvantage of our Re- 
giment; which, though we well know to be falſe, yet to 
fuch of our Friends as can only judge from what they 
hear, needs an Explanation. It is faid, that the Blues 
refuſed to advance to the Charge notwithſtanding the 
Orders of my Lord Stair, who put himſelf at their 
Head for that Purpofe. "This is abſolutely falſe in every 
Circumſtance, and I am therefore obliged ro give you 
a more particular Account of the Regiment's Beha- 
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viour, than otherwiſe I ſhould have done, as 1 had, 
and ſtill think it ſo, the Honour to ſerve in mw — 
f yards 
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Guards and Blues forming the Left of the Engliſb Ca- 
valry, were drawn up on the Main Side to cover the 
Foot, while hey formed the Line of Battle; this Poſt. 
they maintained with great Conſtancy, with cold in- 
active Death before their Eyes, upwards of two Hours, 
though raked by one Point-blank, and two caſual Side 
Batteries all the Time; nor quitted their Poſt till or- 
dered off by the proper Officer. Thus far then, the 
Blues behaved well; now let me tell you ingenuouſly 
wherein they were defective. When they were led on 
to the Charge by General Honywoed, inſtead of ad- 
vancing only a gentle Trot, which would have kept 
them cloſe, and by that Means preſerved the ſuperior 
Weight of their Horſe; they advanced full Gallop, 
with ſuch Impetuoſity, that one of their Squadrons 
were got in beyond the firſt Line of the French Foot, 
and directly 8 to the whole Body of their Ca- 
valry ; nor halted till ordered by the General him- 
ſelf, when he went off with Intent, I ſuppole, to 
order other Squadrons to our Support. This Action 
of the Blues may betray Want of Experience, but I 
think argues no Want of Courage. During this Halt, 
as many Squadrons of Honytwoad's Regiment, who had 
followed the * of our Indiſcretion, notwithſtand- 
ing our Halt. advanced neat Musket-Shot beyond us, 
almoſt to the Noſes of the French; who by this Time 
had doubled their Front, lined their Intervals with 
Foot, and were advancing to the Charge. So ſmall a 
Force being thus oppoſed to ſo large a Body, ſo well 
appointed, you may imagine the neceſſary Conſequence 
was Rout; in ſhort, Honywoed's preſently wheeled to 
the Right, ran in upon our two Squadrons, before we 
had even an Opportunity to charge, broke us, and we 
were all obliged to retreat behind the firſt Line of Foot, 
where we formed again, I can't help obſerying, that 
this Repulſe was lucky in its Conſequence, and not a 
lictle inſtrumental in gaining the Victory, for the French 
Houſhold Troops fluſh'd with their Succeſs, run in di- 
recti upon the Line of our Infantry, who flank'd 
them, gave them their whole Fire, and almoſt tore 
them all to Pieces.

The Pan- 
dours, who were the Advanc'd Guard, ſecured a Re- 
doubt, which the Enemy had thrown up occaſionally, 
in which was the unfortunate Marquis de Creveceur, 
four other Officers, and about 150 diſmounted Horſe 
and Foot, . They defended themſelves, very briskly, 
killed eight or nine Pandours, and wounded 17; but

had paſſed over the Bridge, which was not compleated 
till ive the next Evening.

The French likewiſe committed their Blunders: 
They had, by Morniog, 15,000 Men on the Banks of 
the Canal, and Artillery at their Command ; we-were 
not able to get aver above two Regiments more till the 
Bridge was tiniſhed about five o Clock the next Even- 
ing, and not being Maſters of the two advantageous 
Poſts hefore- mentioned, our Situation was none of the 
ſafeſt; the Boats which had carried us over, were em- 
ployed in building the Bridge.

6 War kindled up in Germany, on Occaſion of the 
© different Pretenſions to the Auſtrian Succeſſion, his 
© Majeſty is extremely pleaſed to find that fo natural 
© and convenient a Way has offered for reſtoring Tran- 
* quillity to the Empire, and bringing about a Peace 
© between the Powers at War. The King was not 
© leſs ſatisfied to hear, that the Emperor and the Queen 
© of Hungary have entered upon a Negotiation, in or- 
© der to mind henceforth nothing but the Means to 
© adjuſt their Differences in a friendly Manner. And 
© as his Majeſty's Troops entered Germany only in

To this Declaration the Queen of Hungary made 
an Anſwer which is too long tor being inſerted here at 
full Length, therefore I ſhall only give the following 
Extract from it, viz.

eſt Lawyers, that a War unjuſt 0 oes not ceaſe 
to be defenſive, if, after ne reſiſted the firſt At- 
tacks of the Aggreſſor, it is carried even into his own 
Dominions, to prevent his forming new Enterprizes: 
That the Treaties concluded between her Majefty and 
her Allies, obliged them not only to ſend the ſtipulated 
Succours, but likewiſe to furniſh them till the Conclu- 
fron of a Peace, and the injured Party had received 
proper Satisfaction, and Security for the future: That 
the Intent of the above Declaration was only to gain 
Time to put themſelves in a Condition to execute their 
Deſigns, and ſuſpend the Operations of the victorious 
Armies: That as to the Mediation of the Empire, fo 
far is it from being to be made Uſe of with Succeſs, 
thar, on the contrary, there is Reaſon to fear it would 
prove the Source of inteſtine Diviſions, which may 
occaſion the entire Ruin of the Country: That it is 
ſufficiently known that this Mediation, according to 
the firſt Plan that was made of it, muſt have been put 

in Practice by Dint of Arms, which would have o-

could produce but two Things, either a Peace with- 
out the Concurrence of France, or one with. In the 
firſt Caſe, it is not to be expected that the Court of 
France could be — well pleaſed with ſuch a Peace;

This Anſwer was carried to the Dictature, that is to 
ſay, entered upon the Journals of the Diet, by the E- 
leftor of Mentz, on the 23d of September, together 
with the Proteſts made by the Queen of Hungary a- 
gainſt excluding the Vote of Bohemia at the late Elec- 
tion, which Proteſts the former Elector of Mentz had 
refuſed to receive; and as the Emperor was highly 
diſpleaſed with the preſent Elector for carrying *

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the Anſwer or the Proteſts to the Dictature, he ſoon 
after publiſhed a circular Letter, complaining of this 
Step, and alledging that the ſaid Elector, as Director 
of the Diet, ought not to carry any Thing to the Dic- 
tature, without the Conſent of the Emperor and Elec- 
toral College. This occaſioned a great Diſpute in the 
Empire, in which the King of Priſſia openly took 
the Part of the Emperor, and the King of Great Bri- 
tuin, as Elector of Hanover, that of the Elector of 
Mentz and Queen of Hungary; and ſeveral Pieces 
were publiſhed upon this Occaſion ; but as few of my 
Readers know enough of the Conſtitution of the Em-

I cannot conchide my Account of the Proc 
of the Diet without taking Notice, that in April t

Diſpute happened between the Courts of Vienna and 
Peataſburgh, in Relation to the Marquis de Botta, who 
had. been her Hungorion Majeſty's Miniſter in Ruffo, 
and was then her Minifter at Berlin.

But as we are always infinitely attentive to procure, 
by our maternal Care, the ſteady Welfare of our Em- 
hire, and of all our faichful Subjects, conſicering it as 
the principal Point which we have in View; fo we ve- 
ry graciouſly appoint, under the divine Bleſbog, our 
dearly beloved Imperial Nephew, his Royal Highneſs 
— Son of her Royal Highneſs our late dear Siſter 
Anne Petreowna, Duke of Hallein Sleſwig, to be the 
Inheritor of our Imperial Throne, as the neareſt allied 
to us in Blood, 

We are graciouſly pleaſed to order, that for the fu-

would not hear of yielding up, for any Conſideration, 
the Inheritance of his Anceſtors, ſo that the Difference 
remains undecided, and may hereafter be the Cauſe of 
a new War in the North. 
Among the other Conſequences of this Revolution, 
a Suſpention of Arms for three Months with Sweden 
was one, as I mentioned in my Annals for 1741 *. 
During this Suſpenſion ſome Endeavours were uſed to 
reſtore Peace between theſe two Nations; but the 
Swedes thought, that Peace was ſo neceſſary for con- 
firming the new Government in Ruffia, that they 
might have what Terms they pleaſed, therefore they 
demanded Reſtitution of a great Part of the Provinces 
taken from them by Peter the Great, and even made 
no Advances towards obtaining a Continuation of the 
Ceſſation of Arms, (expecting, I ſuppoſe, that the 
Rufjian Court would apply to them) till the Month of 
March, when the Term agreed on was juſt expiring, 
On the 14th of that Month two Swediſb Officers ar- 
rived at Petersburg to deſire a Continuation of that 
Ceſſation; but the _— Miniſters wiſely judged, 
that a diſadvantageous Peace might overturn, inſtead 
of eſtabliſhing their Government, therefore they told 
the French Miniſter, that the Glory of the - 
Empire made it impoſſible to think of Peace as long 
as the Swedes demanded ſo much as one ſingle Inch of 
what had been conquered by the Czar Peter the Great;

his Army, 1 ſhall give an Account of the Progreſs of 
the War from the Journals of that Army as follow, viz. 


On the 27th of June O. S. Marſhal Lacy ordered a 


hment of Dragoons, Grenadiers, and two Re- 
giments of Hluſſars, to advance to the Caſtle of Fre- 
derickhſham. The 28th the Feldt-Marſhal followed 
with the Remainder of the Army and the Artillery; 
and being arrived within two Werlts of the Caſtle, 
he encamped there. About Midnight the Swedes (ct 
Fire to the Suburbs, and a Quarter of an Hour aſter, 
they blew up the Powder - Magazine, which increaſed 
the Flames; whereby finding that the Enemy were 2 
bandoning the ſaid Fortreſs, our Hufſars entered into 
the Town, where they made a conſiderable Booty of 
Cloaths and other Things, and brought away two Co- 
Jours of the Regiment of Eferboth, with ſorhe Soldiers, 
who had not had Time to ſave themſelves in the Con-

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diet, the Marſhal drew near to the Fortreſi with the. 


and Grenadiers, and found all the Cannon 
abandoned, but the Flames which continued, and the 


burſting of the Bombs, hindered him from going into 


the Town. The Priſoners report, that all the Provi- 
ſions that had been tranſported from Sweden, were cons 
ſumed by the Flames. A Swedif Gunner, taken on 
the 29th by the Huſſars, reports, that there were in 
Frederichſham ſix Magazines of Proviſions: That Ge+ 
neral Lowenhaupt was at Summa, within ten Werſts of 
Frederickſham; his Army confifted of 25,000 Men: 
That on the 28th General Lwenbaupt had held a Coun- 
cil of War in the Fortreſs, wherein it was reſolved to 
abandon the Place, which it was thoughr could not: be 
maintained, and to carry away what they could, leav- 
ing the Cannon, and what could not be deſtroyed. 
General Lowenhaupt has, according to the Report of 
the ſaid Priſaner, ſorm'd the Deſign of waiting ſor tha 
+ * Army at a Place named Helſars, eighteen 
erſts diftant from the Harbour of Fredericifham. 

On the iſt of Zuly the Feldt- Marſhal left Summa, 
in Purſuit of the Enemy to the River men, whete be 
arrived at Night, and found they had already got to 
the other Side, having burat the Bridge. They poſt- 
ed themſelves there advantageouſly, the River bein 
wide and deep, having raiſed ſeveral Batteries on th 
ring Grounds, from whence they made a great Fire: 
On this Account the Feldt-Marſhal could not form his 
Camp quite cloſe to the River, all the Ground lying 
open on that Side, but he remained in the Wood wait · 
ing for his Artillery. After it came up, on the ſecond 
of Jug, the Feldt · Marſhal. placed it in the propereſt 
Manner, and returned the Enemy's Fire, who, after 
we had demoliſhed their Batteries, ſhifted their Cannon 
to different Places, which laſted near twelve Hours, 
in which Time we had thirty Men killed and wounded. 
The Enemy's Loſs was in all likelihood much more con- 
ſiderable, as we fired with Haubitſes charged with ſmall 
Shot, When we had, under Favour of our Cannon, 
begun to throw over our Bridges, the Enemy retreated 
three Werſts farther back, behind a ſecond Arm of 
the River, which is twice as wide as the former, and 
there alſo they burnt as after they had paſſed 
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it. The Precipitation with: which they made this ſe- 
cond Retreat . in that they left behind them in 
their Camp twelve Cheſts full of Ball. On the third 
of Juhy a Detachment of the Enemy, with four Pieces 
of Cannon, appeared on an Eminence, but. one ſent 
from the Feldt-Marſhal put them to Flight. The 
Feldt-Marſhal afterwards determined to advance to the 
Enemy with a great Part of his Army, the Defiles pre- 
venting it from moving all together; and the 5th in 
the Morning this Detachment being approached to the 


Banks of the ſecond Arm of the River, perceived that 


the Enemy, after having burnt their two 0 2 and 
a neighbouring Village, were retired towards the third 
Arm, - This Detachment having gathered together the 
Remains of the burnt Bridges, built another, which 
they paſſed inſtantly over, though with ſome Difficulty; 
and the Feldt-Marthal himſelf paſſed over at their Head, 
in a Boat which was found thereabouts. He poſted 
himſelf in the Redoubt abandoned by the Enemy, 
where he found almoſt all their Batteries entire. He 
ſoon learned, that the Swedes had already paſſed the 
third Arm, where they had alſo burnt the Bridges, and 
left in their Camp many Arms and much Ammuni- 
tion, which is a Mark of their great Precipitation, 
We ſhall purſue them with all poſſible Diligence. A 
Priſoner whom we took the ſame Day made the fol- 
lowing Report. 


That ſome Cannon and other Things had been ſent 


to Hel/ngfors : That he heard there were a great many 
ſick; and that he was told by his Companions, as if 
there was an Order from the King to return with all 
the Regiments to Sweden, and to that End they were 
haſtening to arrive at He}/ingfors, where the Ships in 
the Neighbourhood were ordered to be ready: That 
the Soldiers of the Finland Regiment ſaid they would 
go no farther than Helfingfors, from whence 

would all return home: That the Inhabitants of the 
Country, with their Wives, Children, and Cattle, fol- 
lowed the Army, and that they had taken from ſeveral 
of them, by Force, their Horſes for drawing the Bag- 
gage and the Sick; and that Orders were given for ſet- 
king on Fire all the Villages upon the Road, Tha 
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That on the 4th of Jui Count Lewenhaupt followed: 
after with the Army, leaving a ſmall Detachment in 
the Camp, with Orders to light in the Night great 
Fires in divers Places to conceal their Retreat; which 
Detachment burnt a neighbouring Village belonging to 
General Mrangel on the other Side of the ſecond Arm 
of the River: That he was taken by the Huſſars, not 
being able to follow faſt enough. He reports further, 
that there are on the Road to Abbuſbes, as he had heard, 
between 6 and 75000 Men, both Horſe and Foot, but 
does not know under what Command; that he be- 
lieves thoſe Troops will alſo be obliged to go to Hel-

entirely to juſtify the ſaid uis, and that it pre- 
tends the whole Accuſation its Riſe from an In- 
trigue framed againſt the Queen of Hungary, by which 
Means apparent Injuftice is done to us, as if we did ſuf- 
fer ourſelves to be led by the Queen of Hungary's E- 


nemies and their Artifices, 


We could not but be very much ſurprized at the 
Manner wherein a Matter of this Importance is treat- 
ed, which concerns fo nearly our Dignity, and wherein 
even the Honour of the Queen of Hungary has an In- 
tereſt: We did expect from the fo univerſally acknow- 
ledged Equity of the Queen of Hungary, and from

Since the Court of Vienna is ſo much prejudiced in

n ion, and that the ucen 
will not condemn' the faid Marquis for fear of contra- 
dicting herſelf: We have therefore Reaſon to appre- 
bend, that all our Solicitations for procuring to our-

The Marquis de Botia has behaved, under the pre- 
ceding Reign, as if his chief Function had 
his Counſels, to direct intirely the Affairs of the Em- 
pire, and as if he had ſufficient Authority for ſo do- 
ing; his Conduct, in this Reſpect, is too well known, 
and there is no Foreign Miniſter here but what can 
* a Teſtimony thereof, without even excepting the 


eſident Hohenholtz, if he would ſpeak according to 


Conſcience; Mean while the Situation of Affairs at 
that Time might, in ſome Meaſure, excuſe the De- 
liberations, and the - diſagreeable Schemes projected 
againſt us: And we are likewiſe the more inchned to 
forget and pardan them in the Marquis de Betta, be- 
cauſe the Altnighty has fruſtrated all his Projects, and

Empire and Poland, delivered to the Poliſß Commiſſa- 
ries, their Plan for that Purpoſe ; but as the Ruſſians 
appropriated to themſelves Fifty Leagues of Territo 
in Length, and Twenty in Breadth, which, the Pol; 
Commiſſioners thought belonged to Poland, they 
would not take upon them to determine this Diſpute, 
but referred it to the next General Diet of Poland; fo 
that though this Year ended with a compleat Re. eſta- 
bliſhment of Peace between that Empire and Stoeden, 
it ended with a very great Diſpute between it and Po- 
land, as well as another between it and the Queen of 
Hungary. 

But, on the other hand, the Year 1742 and 1743 
ended with two very remarkable Treaties: The firſt, 
1 Treaty of Alliance with Great Britain, for the Gua- 
ranty of the Britih and Hanver Dominions, which 
was ſigned on the 22d of December 1742 *; and the 
other was her Imperial & Aan Majeſty's Act of Accel- 
hon to the Preliminary 'l reaty of Breflau , and defi- 
nitive Treaty of Ber/m, the Ratifications of which were 
exchanged ar Peter/burg the 28th of December, 1743;

tain Bebring. M. Stoller, with the Aſſiſtance of ſome 
of his Companions, found Means to build, out of the 
Ruins of their great Ship, a little Shallop, in which 
himſelf and 29 others, after running through a thou- 
ſand perilous Adventures, arrived ſafely at Kamſchatha. 
The ſame Gentleman reports, that Capt. 15 eri boto, 
who accompanied Capt. Behring in that Expedition, 
had been more lucky, and had even diſcovered the 
Coaſt of America ; but upon his attempting to land, 
the Savages who inhabited the Coaſt, had attacked his 
Sailors with ſuch Vigour, as obliged them to make a 
haſty Retreat.

Warm Con- S to what relates to the War between Sweden 


_——— and Ruſſia, I have already given an Account of 
of Aland. it in the Annals of Ruſſia, therefore I ſhall here only 
add, that after the Ruſſians had poſſeſſed themſelves 

of moſt of the Swedifh Territories to the Eaſtward of 

the Bothnick Bay, there was a warm Conteſt between 

the two Nations about the Iſlands of Aland. The 
Nuſſians having got Poſſeſſion of them, the Swedes re- 

ſolved to recover them if poſſible, and for this Purpoſe 

an Embarkation failed from St:c&holm the 3d of April, 
SS 1743, Which having landed the Troops in the largeſt 


of theſe Iſlands, the Ryſian Troops that were there, 
being about 1200 in Number, were defeated, and al 
killed, or made Priſoners, This Succeſs gave great 
Joy to the Populace at Stockholm, and what was moſt 
remarkable, when theſe Priſoners were brought to 
Stockholm, the Populace ran in Crouds to offer them 
littie Preſents and Civilities, and the Town's People 
ſent them Six Butts of Beer, and Two Tuns of Bran- 
dy; which ſhews how much the Populace in any 

Country 
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Country are influenced by the Grandees, and how 
apt they are to change their Sentiments ; for in 1741, 
when the War againſt Ruſſia was under Deliberation, 
the Rage of the Populace was ſo violent againſt the 
Ruſſians, that it was not ſafe for any Man to ſpeak 
openly againit thar Meaſure *, But the Joy of the 
Swedes at this Succeſs was but of ſhort Duration; for 
as theſe Iflands lay convenient for the Ruſſians to in- 
vade Sweden in Caſe they ſhould find it neceſſary, and 
as the Ruſſians became this Year Maſters at Sea, their 
Fleet with a large Number of Troops on Board took 
Poſſeſſion of theſe Iſlands again in June, the Sw:dih 
Troops that were left there having retired upon their 
Approach, and got ſafe back to Sweden. 


As the Maritime Powers complained of their Trade King of

tence of ſeizing Salt, Proviſions, and every Thing contraband 
that might be neceſſary for the clothing of Soldiers; his Goods.

We Frederick, by the Grace of God, King of the 
Swedes, Goths and Vandals, &c, Though by the Re- 
gulation publiſhed the 28th of July, 1741, as alſo by 
the Declaration iſſued the 14th of Augu/? following, 
we ordered, that Salt, Proviſions, and every Thing 
neceſſary for the Clothing of Soldiers, that ſhould be 
found on Board of any Veſſels bound to the Ports of 


Ruſſia, ſhould be confiſcated as contraband Goods; 


yet having had Regard to certain Circumſtances, and 
to the molt humble Repreſentations of our States, we 
have thought fir to make ſome Alteration therein, and 
to declare by theſe Prefents, that Arms, Warlike Stores, 
and Unitorms, or Clothing for Troops, only, ſhall be 
deemed” contraband CGuols ; fo that Salt, Proviſions, 
Cloths and Stuffs, not being included therein, may be 
freely carried to the Ports of Ruſſia, &c.

King's; that Part of the Royal Stables ſhould be given 
him; that one of the Royal Houſes ſhould be at his 
Diſpoſal ; that his Civil Liſt ſhould be fixed at 220000 
Dollars; that be ſhall be preſent in all Debates in the 
Senate; that, when the King is preſent, he ſhall have 
only one, and when abſent, two Votes. 
Committe? The other Grand Affair before this Diet was, as I 
8 have ſaid, the Inquiry into the Conduct of their Mini- 
ſters and Generals, which was ſet on Foot as ſoon as 
the Diet aſſembled, and à particular Secret Commit- 
tee appointed for that Purpoſe. The Misfortunes of 
the War had raiſed ſuch a general Murmur and loud 
_Clamour among the People, that for pacifying them 
it became neceſſary to make ſome Sacrifices; but the 
Nation had declared ſo unanimouſly for the War, that 
they could not attack thoſe. who had adviſed it, and 
good Policy made it neceſſary to avoid conſeſſing, 
that they were an unequal Match for the Ruſſians, 
but rather to aſcribe their Misfortunes to the bad Con- 
duct of their Generals: Theſe Conſiderations, which 
were rather political than juſt, directed the whole Re- 
ſentment of the Diet and People againſt the two un- 
fortunate Generals, Lewenhaupt and Bodenbroke, Who 
had-the Command of the Swediſh Army in Finland. 
As ſoon as they arrived from thence, which was upon 
the 19th of September, they were both put under Ar- 
reſt, and a Court Martial appointed to try them: It 
ſignißed nothing ſor them to repreſent, that the great

Sickneſs and Mortality that had happened both in the 
Army, and on Board the Fleet, had given ſuch a Su- 
periority to the NRuſſians, that it became abſolutely im- 
poſſible for them to make any ſucceſsful Stand againſt 
the Enemy: A Sacrifice was become neceſſary, and 
they were doomed to be the Victims: The Court 
Martial condemned them to loſe their Heads, to have 
their Eſtates confiſcated, and to be declared infamous 
to all Poſtericy : "They appealed to the Diet, but in 
vain: The Diet confirmed the Sentence: Hardly any 
Man had the Courage to ſpeak in their Behalf: They 
applied to the King for Mercy; but the Cries of the 
People for Juſtice made it dangerous both for the King 
and Diet to open the Gates of Mercy. They ſuffered 
for the Madneſs of their Country; and juſtly too, if 
they were among the chief Promoters of that Mad- 
nels; the only Pity was, that they ſhould ſuffer alone. 

The Reaſons given by Lieutenant-General Baron General B.- 
Bedenbr:ke in his Appeal were fo ſtrong, that I cannot 2 _— 
omit inſerting them: They. were, 1. That he gave 
bis Opinion in Councils of War, according to the 
Dictates of his Underſtanding and Conſcience; and 
he conceives, that no General Officer can be ſafe, 
it purſuing that Conduct which alone can acquit him 
before God, - ſhall ſubject him to the Tribunals of 
Men, 2.

* twenty-eight Years has been in Peace, has often — 
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the Starm that ſeemed to threaten it diſpelled, ot 
* blown over; yet it is not to be preſumed that Things 
* will always turn out ſo favourably. Some of the 
© Provinces however feed themſelves with the flatter- 
© ing Idea that. they will: To which Notion muſt be 
attributed the little Succeſs which the repeated Re- 
preſentations made to the States of thoſe Provinces, 


© by your High Mightineſſes and the Council of State, 


© have had, in order to induce them to redrefs many 
© Things on which depend the Welfare and Happinetz 
of the State. 

The Council of State does not hereby intend to 
© ijnſinuate to the States of thofe Provinces, that War 
e inevitable; but endeavours to ſhew them the pre« 
* ſent thorny Situation of publick Affairs; and that 
* notwithſtanding the Neceſſity of preſerving and 
* maintaining Peace as the firſt and ſureſt Pledge of 
* Religion and Liberty, yet nothing is more impdr- 
tant chan to prepare for War; and that to avoid 
very great Expences, ſuch ſhould be made as in the 
greſent Conjuncture are of indiſpenſible Neceſſity; 
This is what is now aimed at by the Council of 
© State, Who have annexed to their Petition an ordi- 
* nary end extraordinary Eſtimate of military Expen- 
ces, in the latter of which is comprebended the A- 
* Mount, of the two laſt Augmenrations; becauſe” if 
© this. had not been done, the Provinces would have 
© been liable to have been over-charged ; and it ao 
© ſhews wherein the State of War for next Year will 
* differ. from that of this.” 5 : 

The Council of State finiſhes the Preamble of their 
Petition with exhorting the Provinces ſpeedily to con- 
ſent to what is therein deſired. They afterwards divide 
their Petition into fix Claſſes, the Purport whereof is 
as follows: The Firſt ſhews the Neceflity of a third 
Augmentation, and ſets forth the Deficiency of ſome 
Provinces in completing their Quota of Troops, and 

the Neceſſity of proceeding to x Promotion of 
eneral Officers. The Second repreſents the Con- 
dition of the Frontier Towns, and the Neceſſity of 
miſing Sums neceſſary for repairing the Fortitications. 
The Third ſhews the State of the Magazines, which 
are in a great Meaſure in Want of every Thing. The 
«iro! | K k 2 Fourth 
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Fourth diſcovers the bad Condition of the Navy, and 
the Neceſſity of augmenting it with rwenty-five Ships, 
and of equipping twenty-five others. The Fifth ſhews 
the Neceſſity of preſerving publick Credit. The Sixth 
that of finding out the Means of uniting the different 
Sentiments of the Provinces in Affairs which intereſt 
the Welfare and Security of the State, and to con- 
ſtrain thoſe who ſhall remain refractory. 

As this third Augmentation was an Affair of the 
greateſt Conſequence to the Court of France, and ve- 
ry much their Intereſt to prevent it's being agreed to, 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty wrote the following Letter 
to M. le Marquis de Fenelon, his Miniſter at the Hague, 
which his Excellency communicated to the States Ge- 


Monſfitur le Marguis de Fenelon, 

© I have received the Letter which you wrote the 
© 22d inſtant, with the Reſolution of the States Gene- 
ral taken the 19th of the ſame Month. I have with 
© Pleaſure obſerved the Juſtice which they render to 
my Affection for the Republick, and the Upright- 
© neſs of my Intentions ; though I am very ſenſible of 
© all the Artifices which the Enemies of France put in 
Practice to render ber ſuſpected, 

© You may aſſure the Miniſters of the Republick a 
© freſh, that the Army which I have aſſembled upon 
© the Lower Rhine ought to give them no Uneafine(s, 
© being intended for no other Purpoſe, than to ſup- 
port and defend my Allies againſt all who have any 
Inclination to diſturb them. 

I am far from putting the States General into this 
© Number, with whom I wiſh always to keep a good 
© Underſtanding ; and though they have not yet thought 

© proper to give any Anſwer to the Offers you may 
© have made them on my Behalf, for the bettet ſecur- 
© ing the Tranquillity of their Neighbourhood, I do 
© not attribute their Silence to any Deſign they have of 
© giving me Umbrage, but rather to the Confidence 
© which they repoſe in my Love of Peace, the Con- 
< ſervation of which I ſhall always have at Heart un- 
© ti} I be intolerably provoked. 


© I can- 
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© T cannot indeed conjecture what ſhould be the 
© Motives of the new Augmentation of Troops, which 
© the Reſolution of the States General ſeerns to indi- 
© cate is ſoon to be effected. I have no Notion of 
© their being my Enemies, and cannot think it is with 
© a View of exciting greater Troubles; bur I am ſenſi- 
© ble that Endeavours are uſed by falſe Reports to ex- 
© cite Diſtruſt in them, which J aſſure them are en- 
* tirely without Foundation,” | 


At the ſame Time his Excellency reiterated his Ma- 
ſter's Demand of a Neutrality in the following Terms: 
© The King my Maſter having great Reaſon to believe 
© that the States General are irritated againſt him, 
* perſiſts in demanding a Neutrality ; which your High 
Mightineſſes cannot refuſe without giving him to 
* underſtand, that you are ready to declare yourſelves 
© his Enemies: To which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
expects a deciſive Anſwer,” 

But notwithſtanding the utmoſt Addreſs and Appli- 
cation of the Imperial, French, and Spaniſh Miniſters, 
this Augmentation was agreed to by the States General 
on the iſt of March, N. &. that is, as ſoon as they 
had heard of the Change in the Adminiſtration. in 
England, On that Day, their High Mightineſſes not 
only reſolved to add 20000 Men to their Land Forces, 
which were then to amount to 115000, but alſo to e- 
dur 25 Men of War for immediate Service ; and the

Theſe went at firſt no farther than erecting four Bat- 
teries of Cannon on the Beach, in order to defend t 
Coaſt, and protect the Town of Dunkirk from thoſe 
Inſults to which it was liable even from the ſmalleſt 
Veſſels.
